G.S.R. 644(E).—In exercise of the p.-wets conferred by section 83 of the Standards of Weights and 
Measures Act, 1976 (60 of 1976) the Central Government hereby makes the following rules further to amend the 
Indian Institute of Legal M.ttcLgy Rules. 1980, namely :—• 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Institute of Legal Metrology (Amendment) Rules, 1986. 

(2) They shall cone into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Indian Institute of Legal Metro! jgy Rules, 1980—• 

(i) In mi £ Tv— 

(a) for sub-rale (i), the following shall be substituted, namely 

*YI) There si all be imparted at the Institute long-term and short-term training in legal metrology 
and ether allied subject 1 , and each long-term and short-term training course shall consist of such 
subjects as are specified in the Schedule appended to these rules.” ; 

(b) Sub-rule (2) shall be <. mLted; 

(c) For sub-rule (5), the following shall be substituted, namely 

‘‘(5) The actual duration and the detailed curriculum of e\eiy long-term and short-term training 
course shall be as specified in the Schedule appended to these rules.”; 

(ii) In rule 6, in clause (a), for the second proviso, the following shall be substituted, namely 
“Provided faith* 'that where any other person employed by the State Government is sponsored by that 
Government, tin, Centr A Government may relax the qualifications if the person so sponsored has a 
field experience *r legal metrology for a period of not less than two years and he is considered by the 
Centra! Government to be otherwise suitable for undergoing the course of training.”;

for the words “with the previous approval of the director”, the words “on the basis of the length of 
experience in the field of legal metrology” shall be substituted ; 

(iv) In rule 8,-- 

(a) in sub-rale (1), for the words “the Central Government may constitute” the words “the Central
